CITY TAXES 

The Saskatchewan elections over on Tues- 
day, Edmonton's city council got home in time 
to hold a meeting on Friday and discuss the 
apparent necessity, and probable reactions, of 
levying a tax rate of 70 mills on the dollar. 

Discussion was as far as the proposal got, 
the aldermen adjourning to fortify their morale 
over the week-end, with a view to making a 
decision early this week. It seems possible 
therefore that by the end of June some Edmon- 
ton taxpayers will have received their bills 
for the year, leaving them six months in which 
to make up the whole year’s levy, with in- 
stalment periods sadly shortened and pay dates 
coming in quick succession. 

Perhaps, because of the new assessment and 
the prolonged wrangling which followed, it was 
not possible to hurry matters along and get 
the bills out any sooner this year. But notn- 
ing prevented council extending the tax pre- 
payment period, with suitable discounts, and 
thus keeping the tax-money flowing in. The 
almost inevitable result of the delay will be 
a heavy carry over of arrears at the end of the 
year. 

As to the tax rate, 70 mills is anything but 
a welcome prospect to the taxpayer. But the 
height of a tax rate does not fix the amount of 
taxes one has to pay. That is only one factor 
in the calculation. The other factor is the 
amount of his assessment. That is as yet an 
unknown quantity, like the actual rate itself 
There is therefore no basis as yet upon which 
the taxpayer can with any accuracy figure out 
how much will be required of him 

The proposed 70 mill rate is based on the 
supposition that the relief expenditure for the 
year is to be charged to income. Th it 
is placed at $550,000, perhaps more. TI 
should be struck out of the estimates and 
sum added to capital. Any relief 
charged against revenue last year sh 
treated in the same way. Other cities 
capitalizing their relief expenditure, and Ed- 
monton is in no better position to “pay as we 
go.” 


are 


A further consideration; sooner or later the 
whole volume of relief outlays by municipali- 
ties and provinces all over Canada will have 
to be added together, and liquidated—in one 
way or another—by the Dominion. The muni- 
cipalities and provinces simply cannot carry 
this extra load, without crippling their chances 
of carrying on future improvements as will be 
normaly required. 

If relief costs are capitalized and the esti- 
mates gone over again, the rate can be brought 
considerably under the 70 mill mark. 


UNDER LONDON CONTROL 

In all the ranks of Canadian bankers, Pre- 
mier Bennett told the House of Commons, there 
is not to be found one capable of directing 
the operations of our new Centra! Bank. More- 
over, he informed the House, this is the opinion 
of the bankers themselves. Wherefore, he 
rather more than intimated, he intends to 
import Sir Edward Peacock, trained in all the 
arts and mysteries of the Bank of England, to 
function as governor of the Bank of Canada. 

To all which there came instant response 
from Sir John Aird, president of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, in the following incisive 


terms: “I think Mr. Bennett could find a suit- 
able man if he really wanted one, I certainly 
think a Canadian banker, who understands 
Canadian banking and Canadian institutions, 
would be a far better choice than anyone from 
England.” 

The retort is straight-from-the-shoulder, 


direct and crushing, the more so because it 
comes from a not unfriendly, and certainly a 
non-political, source. As hetween Mr. Bennett 
and Sir John Aird, there can be no doubt who 
knows most about the capabilities of Canadian 
bankers, the qualifications necessary to the 
direction of the Central Bank, and the opin- 
ions of Canadian bankers as to whether a man 
possessing these qualifications can be found 
among them. 

Canadian bankers have come in for a good 
deal of criticism in the last four years, on a 
good many grounds, and of a good many kinds 
But it has remained for Premier Bennett to 
say they do not know the technique of their 
own business. That allegation is peculiarly his 
own. It will find no support whatever among 
those who have informed themselves on bank- 
ing matters, least of all among those who have 
criticised banking policy or methods as being 
inconsistent with public or genera! interests. 
The last thing these critics have shown any 
disposition to suggest was that the bankers did 
not know what they were doing or did not 
know how to run banks for the benefit of 
banks.

Whatever dictates the choice, 
that is not the reason for it, for there is no 
such inferiority. Canadian bankers have 
steered their institutions through the backwash 
of ruinous trade policies, and international 
exchange conditions without precedent; and 
do not have to admit incompetence under any 
comparison. 

If Canada’s Central Bank is to be made a 
branch, affiliate or subordinate of the Bank 
of England, that is to be done because it is the 
will of Premier Bennett, not because there is 
any necessity of so doing.

Banishing Asthma 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the past few years I have written many 
articles on the subject of asthma and although 
thousands have written to me about their cures, 
I still find that there are plenty of “wheezers” 
if I am to judge by the number of letters I re- 
ceive from asthma sufferers alone. 

It is remarkable what a 
high percentage of cures of 
this distressing ailment can 
be accomplished through 
home treatment. The num- 
ber cured really depends 
upon the number who follow 
instructions explicitly. Many 
asthmatics who read this 
statement for the first time 
may doubt its truth, owing to 
the fact that they have been 
told that their trouble is in-

believing that their case is hopeless after they 
have tried so many different remedies, with 
pills, vaccines, serums, smoking powders and 


unsuccessful changes of climate. However, I 
wish to assure my readers that asthma is cur- 
able through the methods I advocate, and that 
the treatment is simple enough to be under- 
stood by any schoolboy. 

There are several different types of asthma, 
but the fundamental causes are essentially the 
same. There is always some restriction inter- 
fering with the diaphragm and other breathing 
muscles, and there is also usually a formation 
of excessive quantities of mucus in the lungs. 
The feeling of suffocation and tightness in the 
chest is because of lack of development or be- 
cause of the pressure of excessive amounts of 
stomach or intestinal gas. 

There are many contributing causes which 
may precipitate an attack. The patient's sensi- 
tiveness to certain kinds of foods, the breathing 
of an irritating odor from flowers, horsehair, 
etc, the retarding influence of moist climates 
upon skin elimination, local nose and throat in- 
fections—these must all be considered contri- 
buting causes, and always secondary to the 
restricted diaphragm and the excessive mucus, 

The type of sensitive asthmatic who cannot 
eat eggs or shellfiesh can always be cured so 
that these foods may be eaten without bringing 
on an attack. The reason for such sensitiveness 
will be found in a kind of acidosis which is re- 
moved as soon as the patient's blood stream is 
more thoroughly alkalinized through living on 
a carefully planned, well-balanced diet. This 
is also true with the one who cannot smell 
certain flowers or come near an animal with 
certain kind of fur or hair. 

I have prepared three articles on asthma 
and if you would like to learn more about the 
treatment I have found to be the best, I invite 
you to write for these three articles. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Frieda Y. writes: “I have 
had simple goitre of very long standing and 
have been advised to eat a weed called the 
iceplant. My doctor claims that it contains 
much iodine and I would like to have your 
opinion.” 

ANSWER: There may be several other 
causes of your goitre besides a lack of iodine 
and if you will send me your name and a large, 
self-addressed envelope, I will be glad to send 
you full instructions. In addition to the ice- 
plant, you may use other foods rich in iodine, 
as follows: Gray shrimp, crab, lobster, herring, 
oysters, green limas, pineapple, mushrooms and 
kelp. 

QUESTION: “Please advise me what to do 
for the pores of my face. They are getting so 
large. I wash my face with warm, soapy water 
and rinse in cold water, but that does not help 
much.” 

ANSWER: It is sometimes rather difficult 
to get rid of large pores, but I would suggest 
that you try washing your face thoroughly with 
warm water and some good soap, and then 
applying hot cloths to your face. After this, if 
you will rub your skin thoroughly with some 
ice, I think you will find that the increased cir- 
culation will assist in closing the pores. This 
should be done at least once a day. 

QUESTION: R. writes: “I notice a good deal 
of flatulence a few hours after eating breakfast. 
If I leave the fruit out, it doesn’t bother me. 
Orange juice doesn't cause any trouble, just 
dried fruits. Should I avoid them entirely?” 

ANSWER: Perhaps you are eating too many 
of the sugar fruits, such as raisins, prunes, 
dates, etc. Five prunes or the equivalent of this 
amount of the other fruits is all that should be 
taken at one time. They are easier digested 
when soaked overnight or stewed. 

QUESTION—Mrs. P. J. writes: “I would 
like to know if grapejuice is harmful to people 
with high blood pressure, would like to be sure 
whether or not I should drink it.” 

ANSWER—Crapejuice is an excellent food 
drink and when used it should be taken in 
place of a meal or between meals, but not in 
addition to an ordinary meal. Those with a 
tendency to high blood pressure should use 
the grapejuice to which no sugar has been 
added.

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Functions Of A Governor-General 


By R. T, ELLIOTT, KC. 


So long as a Governor General is satisfied that the Prime 

§ Minister and his colleagues have the confidence of the electorate, 

there is no power to interfere with the orderly processes of 

government. Ordinarily this confidence of the electorate is evi- 
denced by a majority vote in parliament. 


But the Governor General is never a figurehead. The obliga- 
tion is always on him to secure for and assure to the electorate a 
responsible government. Once it is made clear to the Governor 
General that the electorate has lost confidence in the ministry 
of the day—the duty of His Excellency is to point out to the Prime 
Minister that the time for a general election has arrived. 


Until the result of that general election are ascertained—the 
Governor General acts constitutionally in withholding his assent 
to anything except routine orders-in-council and routine pay- 
ments. All such appointments as senatorial and judfvial fall into 
the classes of cases which await the result of the general election. 


The elections in Ontario and Saskatchewan definitely tell the 
Governor General that the Bennett administration has Jost the 
confidence of the electorate. His Excellency knows that there 
must be a general election as soon as possible; and that ail mat- 
fers which are subject to constitutional advice must await the 
result of that genera) election. 


This is elementary law; and there should be no hesitancy on 
the part of the government of the day in advising His Excellency 
to now sign the necessary orders for a general election. Also there 
should be no hesitancy on the part of His Excellency in directing 
that these orders be now prepared for signature. 


The best part of 1934 has passed without any constructive 
governmental effort. There is nothing in the record of parliament, 
8o far, to call for any constructive effort in the remaining months 
of the year. 


Business and development cannot resume activity until the 
course of government is certain. Delay in acting in 1934 will 
throw the election into 1935 and spoil that year for commercial 
and recovery purposes. 


Canadians have suffered enough. The time has come for a 
return to freedom and to recovery. The Ottawa administration 
should as a matter of right call an election now; and even if it 
is not done as a matter of right it should be done as an act of 


mercy.

N HIS day Sir Henry Itving was 
adored and feted by thousands 
of play-gotrs who flocked to see 
him whenever he played. It was 
- a very usual thing to find those 
with not much money but keen 
appreciation of a master actor 
camping in front of a theatre all 
night long in order to be sure of 
a good seat next day. Today, when 
Irving is fast becoming a legend 
of the past, it is surprising and a 
bit of a shock to realize that his 
widow is still living, the sole sur- 
vivor of a once famous family, 
alone and childless in her old age. 
She is now ninety years of age. 
Owing to what is called incom- 
patibility, she and Irving parted 
after less than three years of mar- 
ried life, when their youngest son 
was barely four months old.

LEFT AT POST 


French Track is Scene of 
Wild Disorder as Turf 
Fans Go Berserk 


LONGCHAMPS, France, June 25 


—While hundreds of guards stood | 


by watchfully to prevent a repeti- 
tion of Saturday's riots, Leon Vol- 
terra's Admiral Drake won the rich 
Grand Prix de Paris before a huge, 
but subdued, crowd at this famous 
race-course yesterday, 

Admiral Drake won by a length 
and a half from H. Randon’s Fou- 
laibin with Lord Woolavington's 
Easton, second in the recent English 
Derby and the prime favorite, third. 
The winner paid 29 francs, 50 cent- 
imes for five francs in the betting 
and earned the major share of a 
purse of 765,000 francs (about $50,- 
400). Seventeen horses ran. 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken by the authorities to prevent 


any such outbreak as occurred Sat-| 


urday when two American owned 
favorites in the second race, Joseph 
E. Widener's Kantara and A. J. 
Duggan’s Jock were left at the post 
Excitable French fans who had 
wagered heavily on them, rioted 
fiercely, tore down fences, set afire 
to piles of hay and battled police 
and firemen for a long time before 
order finally was restored, The rest 
of the day's programme was can- 
celled as a result. 

President Lebrun, given the usual 
cavalry escort and with a police 
aeroplane droning overhead, made 
a peaceful arrival at the track 
where he was enthusiastically wel- 
comed by the crowd,

Heavy Wind, Rain Cause 
Great Havoc—$500,- 
000 Loss 


CHICAGO, June 25—Severe wind, 
rain and lightning storms raced 
over Wisconsin and Iilinois late Sat- 
urday night and early Sunday, 
causing property damage approxi- 
mating $500,000 and the death of at 
least six persons. 

At dawn working parties were 
sent out in the area to repair the 
havoc of the worst storms so far 
this season. Telephone and power 
lines were twisted into wreckage 
and fallen trees cross-patched the 
debris. 

Five of the six known dead were 
victims of lashing waves, whipped 
to fury on Lake Michigan and in- 
land lakes by the high winds, One 
youth was crushed to death as a 
barn collapsed.
